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and Human Services. Public and private organiza-
tions have been very responsive to the initiative on
the aging, and they are continuing to develop new
programs that serve the needs of the elderly. Con-
tinued public-private collaboration can ensure that
the impact of this initiative is not short-lived. Re-
sources can be directed at the development of pro-
grams at the State and local levels. On a national
level, we can continue to stimulate health promo-
tion activities for older persons. All of these efforts
will contribute to the maintenance and improve-
ment of the health of the elderly, enabling them to
enjoy more satisfying lives.
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Initially, the center will be con-
cerned with extramural research, in-
vestigator development, and scientific
review. Plans will be made for a future
intramural research program.
A nationally recognized nurse re-

searcher, with an earned doctorate
and a background in both research
and administration, is being sought to
head the center.
Establishment of an "organizational

entity" by the Federal Government for
nursing research was recommended
in the Institute of Medicine's 1P83
study, "Nursing and Nursing Educa-
tion: Public Policies and Private Ac-
tions." The study pointed out that "a
focal point is needed at the national
level to foster research that informs
nursing and other health care prac-
tices and increases the potential for
discovery and application of various
means to improve patient outcomes."
Noting that 1985 marks the 30th year

of Federal support for nursing re-
search, Secretary Heckler added, "this
action is the best approach to imple-
menting the Institute's recommenda-
tion and meeting the needs for nursing
research."

Papers Sought for Special
Issue of Pediatric
Psychology Journal

The Journal of Pediatric Psychology
is soliciting papers for a special issue
that will focus on health promotion
and problem prevention. The issue, to
be published in June 1986, will cover
such topics as prevention of smoking,
alcohol and drug abuse, accidents and
injuries, and psychological malad-
justment in pediatric settings, as well
as promotion of healthful lifestyles.

The contribution of pediatric psychol-
ogy should be described in addressing
these topics or others selected.

All types of papers will be consid-
ered, but empirical studies and evalua-
tive reports in particular are encour-
aged. All submissions should be pre-
pared according to the "Instructions
to Contributors" printed on the back
inside cover of the journal. The Amer-
ican Psychological Association's "Pub-
lication Manual" (third edition) should
be followed.
The deadline for submission of

manuscripts is October 1, 1985. Pa-
pers should be directed to the jour-
nal's editor, Gerald P. Koocher, PhD
(Children's Hospital Medical Center,
300 Longwood Ave., Boston, MA
92115), with a covering letter request-
ing consideration of the paper for the
special issue.

Surgeon General Plans
Workshop on Violence

The Surgeon General of the United
States will gather the nation's leading
medical, public health, and social ser-
vice authorities to examine the mod-
ern American phenomenon of vio-
lence October 27-29, 1985, in Lees-
burg, VA (just outside Washington,
DC).

Dr. C. Everett Koop said the purpose
of the Workshop on Violence and Pub-
lic Health is "to convince the medical
and public health professions that in-
terpersonal violence is a serious issue
affecting the health and well-being of
millions of Americans, that they can
play a vital role in violence prevention,
and that they should develop an effec-
tive response strategy."

The Workshop, he continued, will at-
tempt to:
* improve communications across
the medical, public health, and social
services disciplines;
* stimulate graduate and continuing
education programs on the identifica-
tion and treatment of victims and on
prevention; and
* encourage the general public to un-
derstand that violence threatens pub-
lic health as well as public order and
must be prevented.

Participation will be by invitation
only. Some 150 practitioners and re-
searchers are expected to attend the
21/2-day meeting. They will hear Dr.
Koop and other speakers explore
every facet of violence, especially that
which occurs within households and
within families.
Work groups will then concentrate

on such components of the problem
as child abuse, spouse abuse, sexual
assaults, elder abuse, and homicide.

Participants will present their rec-
ommendations to the Surgeon Gen-
eral at the closing plenary session of
the Workshop.
Cosponsoring the workshop with

the Surgeon General are the Alcohol,
Drug Abuse, and Mental Health Admin-
istration; the Division of Maternal and
Child Health of the Health Resources
Administration; and the Epidemiology
of Violence Branch of the Centers for
Disease Control-all components of
the Public Health Service.

In addition, the Administration on
Children, Youth, and Families and the
Administration on Developmental Dis-
abilities, both of the Department of
Health and Human Services, and the
Office of Juvenile Justice and Delin-
quency Prevention in the Justice De-
partment are cosponsors.

State variations discussed include
the following:

* For both white and black infants
there is substantial variation in
infant mortality rates among the
States. In 1979-81, the range for
white infants, among all the
States, was 9.0 to 12.5, whereas
the black infant mortality rate
ranged from a low of 16.4 to a
high of 25.9 deaths per 1,000 live
births among the 27 States with
black populations of 150,000 or
more.

* In 1979-80, variation among
States in heart disease death
rates was approximately twofold
among adults 45-64 years of age
in each race-sex group. California,
Wisconsin, and Connecticut had
consistently low 1979-80 heart

4.z disease death rates for white
males, white females, black

A males, and black females 45-64
years of age. On the other hand,
the southern States of Georgia,
Louisiana, South Carolina, and
Kentucky and Illinois had consist-
ently high rates for all four race-
sex groups (see map).

* In 1982, t-he average stay in short-
stay hospitals in the United
States was 7.6 days, with wide
variation among the States. The

longest average stays were in
New York 9.7, Minnesota 9.4, and
Massachusetts 8.9, and the short-
est average stays were in Utah
5.4, Wyoming 5.5, and Washing-
ton 5.7. For many years, hospitals
in the Northeast and North Cen-
tral Regions have had longer aver-
age stays than in the West and
South.

* New Hampshire has the largest
1980 supply of patient care physi-
cians in nonmetropolitan areas
(207 per 100,000 population), fol-
lowed by Massachusetts 162 and
Hawaii 149. Many southern States
have relatively low supplies of
physicians in nonmetropolitan
areas, with Alabama 53, Louisiana
54, and Tennessee 62 having the
lowest nonmetropolitan physi-
cian-population ratios.

* In 1982, adjusted expenses per in-
patient day for hospital care
ranged more than twofold among
States. States with the highest

expenses were concentrated in
the West; those with lower ex-
penses were located primarily in
the South and the western por-
tion of the North Central Region.

* Variation is fivefold among States
in the ratio of Medicaid recipients
to persons below the poverty level.
In 1982, Hawaii had the highest
ratio; the number of Medicaid reci-
pients was nearly equal to the
poverty population, followed by
California with 83 per 100, Rhode
Island 77, and Michigan 72. The
lowest ratios were in South Dakota
17, Idaho 18, Wyoming 20, and
Texas 20.
